Springfield, Illinois, and was sentenced to serve ten years in 'At/ 
the federal penitentiary, Leavenworth, Zansas, on June 25, 1934, AS J 





WORTHAM was arrested by the United States Marshal, 

St, Louie, Missouri, Tebruary 24, 1954, for contempt of court 
charge. According to the St, Louis and East St, Louis area 
press, VORTMAM was called before a Federal Grand Jury investigating 
labor racketeering in the St, Louts area and at the Grand Jury, 
VORTMAM refused to give the Grand Jury his address. As a result 
pf -this action, Judge MOORE ordered VORTMAM to Jail and stas held 
for contempt of court, According to the article, VORTMAM refused 
to give hie address, stating that his personal life and business 
was under investigation by the Internal Revenue and that he would 
not answer the Question because the answer might incriminate 
him. As a result of this, VORTMAM remained in jail until April 6, 
1954, The press reported that while in jail, VORTMAM ordered 
special meals and paid for various meals and cigarettes and 
other luxuries for the prisoners in the city jail.

A newspaper article appearing tn the St. Louts n Post 
Dispatch n in 1945, indicated that Sergeant EIMER DOWLING was 
arrested on May 20, 1945, in St. Louis, Missouri, by the St. Louis 
Missouri Police Department.

Be was alleged to have assaulted LOUIS 
LEE &AIER on Wovember 18, 1938, The latter was a Wegro witness 
in the ISADORE LOWDE bombing case in St, Louis, Missouri, wherein 
LOWDE was facing trial for the bombing of the B 0 ward f s Cleaning 
Shop in St, Louis, DOWLIWG was arrested January 13, 1940, in 
St, Louis, and the same year was tried in Circuit Court, St, Louts 
County for assault with a dangerous weapon, at which time he 
was found guilty of assault with intent to kill with malicious 
afterthought and was sentenced to thirty years in the Missouri 
State Penitentiary, DOWLIWG appealed ; was unable to make $30,000 
bond / and was incarcerated in the Missouri State Penitentiary, 

On September 25, 1941, the Supreme Court of the State 
of Missouri, heard DOWLIWG 11 s appeal and remanded the decision of 
the trial court, and he was removed to the St, Louis County Jail 
at Clayton, Missouri, to await a new trial. 


On May 18, 1942, DOWLIWG was retried in St, Louts 
County, and the jury returned a verdict of not guilty on May 21, 
1942, and DOWLIWG was discharged.

TRANE LEONARD VORTMAN, ELMER SILVESTER DOWLING and 
EDWARD WORTMAN, JR • are eoneidered the three prineipal members 
of the organisation referred to as the Wortman Gang, Wortman 
and Associates or the Wortman Organisation. These three indi¬ 
viduals, over the years, have accumulated a large number of 
associates and contacts, covering not only the East St. Louis, 
Illinois and St. Louts, Missouri areas but also in other parts of 
the country. The associates and contacts of these three indi¬ 
viduals vary from common thteves and exconvicts to alleged reputable 
businessmen and public officials. Many of the associates and con¬ 
tacts are individuals mho have, at one time or anothr, been employed 
or on the payroll of the Wortman organisation in various legal and 
illegal enterprises. Many of these tndivi duals are exconvicts with 
lengthy criminal records and individuals who have served substantial 
prison sentences for serious offenses.

ORVILLE HODGE, former Auditor of the State of Illinois, 
presently serving a sentence in Illinois State Penitentiary, 
Menard, Illinois, as a result of his conviction during the so- 
called n Hodge Scandals” in Illinois. The press, in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area during the scandals, gave extensive pxtlicity 
to association between HODGE and FRAME WORTMAM, indicating 
TORTMAN had paid HODGE some $200,000 as campaign contributions 
so that HODGE would arrange for WORTUAN to operate his gambling 
cassinoe in the Illinois east-side area. HODGE has steadfastly 
denied any such association but did acknowledge he was a per¬ 
sonal friend of TOM BERRT, a VORTMAN associate. During the 
course of the HODGE investigation, it was brought out that 
EDVARD EPPIHG, convicted with HODGE, was associated with FRED 
MERSINGER in the operation of an accounting firm in East St.

In connection with WORTMAB* s association with the old 
CAPOBE gang, the press hoo frequently printed articles stating 
that a half sister of WORTMAB, one RETS TIBGIBIA WORTMAB, was 
allegedly arrested in rennett, Missouri, in 1947, and charged 
with driving a stolen car across the state line. Miss VORTMAB, 
a Chicago resident, told authorities in Bennett that she borrowed 
the car from RALPB CAPOBE, a brother of AL CAPOBE, to drive to 
the funeral of CARL SBELTOB, who was murdered at Fairfield, 
Illinois, on October 28, and continued her trip to Missouri to 
visit'friends, This woman allegedly explained that CARL SBELTOB 
was her godfather. In further aligning WORTMAB with the CAPOBE 
Gang, the press has frequently reported that after MOBROE 
"BLACHE" ARME3 was killed in gangland style December 13, 1944, 
that WORTMAB then took over as downs tate Illinois lieutenant 
of the CAPOBE Gang, It is noted that ARMES was the one who was 
convicted with WORTMAB in Federal Court at Springfield in 1934, 
WORTMAB in'press accounts is further linked with the CAPOBE

The press 
hoa pointed out that by 1943, the Reliable Agency had split 
the operators of Pioneer and apparently had a monopoly in the 
field. The preaa reporta that in the late 1940a and 1950, thia 
Pioneer-Reliable organisation were doing a handbook business of 
a million dollars per year. It is noted that moat of the above 
information was brought out during the course of the 
Committee investigations in the St. Louis area in about 1950.

Louis, Illinois, for violation of internal revenue laws 
and for furnishing false information to internal revenue 
agents. These individuals previously operated the B & T 
Distributing Company, a racing hewswire service in East St, 

Louis. As a result of the conviction, FOSTER and SHEER 
were sentenced to five years in prison and fined $5,000, 
while JACKSON was sentenced to one year in prison and placed 
on probation for five years, 

During June,1960, the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals reversed the conviction of these three persons and 
ordered a ■retrial. The reversal was based on the refusal 
of United States District Judge GEORGE H. MOORE to permit 
Defense Attorneys to inspect reports of internal revenue 
service agents. 

Subsequent to the reversal, FOSTER, SHEER, and 
JACKSON were permitted to enter pleas of guilty in United States 
District Court, East St. Louis, Illinois, to a reduced charge 
of conspiracy to evade payment of gambling taxes which is a

misdemeanor rather than a felony for which they were 
originally tried . This action was taken to avoid another 
lengthy trial. 

On July 10, 1959, GEORGE STOFFET was found 
guilty in United States District Court, East St, Louie, 
Illinois, for violating wagering laws and making false 
statements to internal revenue agents . Bis indictment 
was an outgrowth of the investigation of WORTliAN by the 
internal revenue service and the Federal Grand Jury, Eastern 
District of Illinois, STOFFET was sentenced to five years 
and o $5,000 fine, and after conviction filed an appeal. 

On May 12, 1959, JOSEPH V, "JOE" JANKO was convicted 
in United States District Court for income tax evasion. This 
was the second trial in this matter, the previous conviction 
having been set aside on appeal. 

On June 5, 1959, JANKO was sentenced to ten years 

in prison. 

During July, 1960, the ten-year prison sentence 
was reduced by the United States Court of Appeals in St, 

Louis to a term of four years. It is noted that JANKO 
has for years been a doorman and parking lot attendant at 
East St, Louis area gambling cassinos controlled by WORTMAN, 

Mr, JOHN J. BURKS and his wife ROSE were convicted 
in United States District Court, St. Louis, Missouri, for 
income tax evasion, On July 31, 1959, BURKE was sentenced 
to four years in prison and fined $15,500. Bis wife was 
sent enced to two years and fined $2,500, The indictment 
of the BURKEs was a result of internal revenue service 
investigation in connection with WORTMAN. BURKE was the 
president of the Chicago-St, Louis Express Company, and the 
indictment charged evasion of $26,000 in income taxes for 
the years 1951 through 1954, 

During the BURKE trial, it was brought out in 
evidence that FRANK WORTMAN had furnished $53,000 for the 
operation of the Chicago—St, Louis Express Company / that th'c-s 
money was given to GEORGE FRANK, an officer of the company.

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During the trial, BURKS dented knowing the WORTMANs or 
DOWLING but evidence indicated that DOWLING went to Washington, 
D. C. on the same plane with BURKE several years before and 
that his expenses and plane ticket were paid for by the Express 
Company, 


United States District Judge GEORGE MOORE who tried 
this case was very interested in the evidence and indicated 
that there would be possibly peer jury action against some of 
the witnesses, including GEORGE FRANK who has been a well 
known WORTMAN auditor, bookkeeper, and tax consultant. 

The evidence at the trial indicated that STEPHAN 
GORMAN of Gorman Bribk~laying Company actually owned the 
Chicago-St, Louis Express Company in St, Louis, Missouri, 

During June, 1960, the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals reversed the conviction of Mr. and Mrs, BURKE on 
the grounds that Judge MOORE had erred by denying defense 
request for permission to inspect report of internal revenue 
service agents. 


On October 1, 1959, SAM GEORGE MAGIN was found 
guilty by a jury in United States District Court, East St, I*ouia, 
Illinois, on two counts of an indictment charging him with 
three counts of perjury.

plead, VORTMAN's children were recorded as SUSAN, a ge 16,
